Tur New Vacuum Svuéan.—The grains of 
this beauuful sugar are true and well-formed | 
crystals. They do not melt so readily as com- | 

on sugar.—a circumstance that induces some 
imaccurate observers to imagine that ths sugar 
is not so sweet as common muscovado. The 
taste is just that of fine candy. The advantage 
| is, that this sugar is far less hygrometric than 
common raw sugar, and suffers less from a morst 
atmosphere. ‘The apparatus used in its prepa- 
| ration is a modification of the late Mr. Howard's 
| apparatus for boiling sugar i eaeuo ; with strain- 
ers of copper-plates pierced with minute holes, | 
| or several folds of wire-gauze for clarifying the 
| sirup. The process is, immediately on crushing 
the canes, to heat, lime, and scum the juice, 
which, while warm, is forced through the strain- 
er, from which it runs into the boders. These 
are provided with air-tight covers, the tops of 
which are connected by tubes with a large air- 
pump, wrought by a steam engine. The steam, 
as generated, is thus drawn off, and the bowling 
is carned on at a temperature far below the 
boiling point of sugar. When sufficiently con- 
| centrated, the sirup is crystallized, and, when 
| consolidated, it  carned to the curing-house, 
| the temperature of which & kept up by steam- 
pipes rupmng into it. Phis process saves mach 

| sugar, for the heating being low, little or no mo- 
| lasses are formed, and a large quantity of sugar 
|1s obtained, which, in the old process, is con- | 
verted into molasses, This apparatus was

The breeding and fattening of swine 1s a bu- 
| siness of { umportance to the farmer The 
| flesh of this animal is not only an indispensable 
| article for the supply of his own table but fur- 

nishes one of the staple commodities for his mar- 
| ket. Since the establishment of agricultural 
| Societies, there has been an entire revolution 
this branch of Agriculture. Formerly, New! 
England was overrun with a raw boned, lank} 
sided race of animals, which devoured the sub-; 
stance of the farmer, and like Pharaoh's Jean

best selection of our best native, with a crossing 
j of the Bedford breed. The excellencies of this
